whatſoever; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, c. may enter into Contracts with an 
Workmen or other Perſons for the doing all or any part of the ſaid Works, and 
other Matters about the Premiſſes; and may make ſuch Orders, By-Laws, and 
Regulations, for the better Execution of the Truſts and Powers repoſed in them, 
with ſuch Penalties for the Breach thereof, as they, or any cleven or more of 
them, ſhall think reaſonable; and may iſſue their Warrants for all Sums of Mo- 
ney, that ſnall be impoſed, for ſuch Breaches, to be levied in ſuch Manner as 
the Tolls, t&c. by the ſaid firſt recited Act appointed to be paid, are therein di- 
rected to be levied: Provided ſuch By-laws, and the Penalties for the Breach of 
them, be agreeable to the Laws of this Realm; and be firſt approved of and 
ſigned by the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, and the three 
Chief Judges, or any two or more of them. 

If any Action, Fc. ſhall be proſecuted againſt any Perſon, for any thing, that 54 
he ſhall do, or cauſe to be done, in purſuance of this or the firſt recited Act, 
he may plead the general Iſſue, and give this and the ſaid firſt recited Act, and 
the ſpecial Matter in Evidence; and if in any Suit the Proſecutor ſhall become 
nonſuit, or forbear Proſecution, or diſcontinue the Suit, or if a Verdict ſhall paſs 
againſt him, or Judgment be given againſt him upon a Demurrer, in any of the 
aid Caſes, the Defendant ſhall recover full Coſts, for which he ſhall have the 


like Remedy as when Coſts by Law are allowed.

Neither the King nor any of His Subjects of this Realm, nor of any other His 11 


Dominions, ſhall ſue for any Licenſe, Diſpenſations, Faculties or any other In- 
ſtruments of what Nature ſoever, to the Biſhop or See of Rome, or any having 
Authority by the ſame : But the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and his Succeſſors, 
ſhall have Power (at their Diſcretions) to grant by any Inſtrument under his Seal 
to the King, as well all manner of Faculties, Fc. not being repugnant to the 
Holy Scripture and the Law of God, as heretofore hath been uſed to be obtain- 
ed by the King or any of his Subjects at the See of Rome: And all other Facul- 
ties, ᷑ęc. as ſhall be neceſſary for the King's Honour and the Good of this Realm, 
ſo as the ſame be not repugnant to the Laws of God.
